Sam Patch was born in Rhode Island 
in 1907. He had been at sea, but became 
tired of that life,and went to work in a 
cotton mill at Paterson, N. J., where he 
developed a passion for jumping, and 
twice leaped from a bridge into the Pas- 
saic River, a distance of ninety feet. He 
then madea tour abont the country, 
making several hazardous leaps. In 1829 
he went to Niagaraand jumped from a 
shelving rock midway between the sum- 
mit of Goat Island and the water. He 
then cameto Rochester, and in the pres- 
ence of his friend Cocbranealone, jump- 
ed the upper falls. Soon afterward he 
performed the feat again in the presence 
of a great crowd. His third attempt 
wis made November = 18th, and -the 
papers of the previous day contained the 
following notice: Higher yet! Sims 
last jump. Some thingscan be done as 
wellas others. Thereisno mistake in 
Sam Patch. Of the truth of thishe will 
endeavor to convince the good people of 
Rochester and its vicinity next Friday, 
November 12th, af 2 o’clockp. m. Being 
determined to astonish the. natives of 
the West before he returns to the Jer- 
seys, he will have a scaffold twenty-five 
f-et in height erected on the bridge of 
the Genesee Falls, in this village, frora 
which he will fearlessly leap into the 
abyss below a distance of 125 feet, Sam’s 
bear, at 3.0 'clock _previsely,.. will) make 
the sam tallow his: 


Moreover, Sam hopes that all the good’) 


people who attend this astonishing ex- 
hibition will contribute something to- 


ward remunerating him for the seem- 


ingly Wazardous experiment.” There 
were great crowds present, excursions 
having been arranged from all points in 
the vicinity. Sam was not a drunkard, 

and be was not drunk that day. He took 
a single glass of liquor just before he 
made the leap. His address to the crowd 
as he stood looking down on the foaming: 
water more than a 100 feet beneath him 
was as follows:  ““Napoleor was 8 great 
man and a great general.- He conquered 
armies and he conquered nations; but be 
couldnt jumpthe Genesee Falls. Wel- 
lington was æ great man and a great 
soldier. Heconquered Napoleon, but 
ha couldn’t jump Genesee Falls. That 
was ieft for me todo and I can do it. at 
will.” His descent was irregular, and’ 


before he struck the. water ‘the. péople |, 
‘| Were sure that he had gone to his death. |, 
It is said that one of the spectators ‘bit 


off the end of bis uwn thumb-in the. ex- 
citement of the moment. , It. was.. de- 
clared by,some that Sam had eluded the 
observation of tbe. crowd and escaped 
alive. Occasional rumors of his appear- 

ance in other places were cirtolated, but 
all doubts were settled when the 17th. of 
the following March his body was found 
frozen in.a cake of ice at thé mouth of 
theriver. _He-now lies in a little. come- 
tery-at Charlotte.

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$ Silver Doilars in the Treasury, . So | 


The Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Ledger says: "Few per- 
sons, perhaps, having any conception of 
the vastness of the silver now held- by. 
the United States in the form of standard 
silver dollars. The fiscal affairs of the. 
government. have: been conducted.on. so 
magnificent.a scale during and since the 
war of the rebellfon that. the public have 
come to regard the sum of ‘fifty million 
or one hundred million dollars as an Or- 
dinary matter of governmental adminis- 
tration, and we are so familiar with the 
more convenient. forms of currency in 
our personal affairs that we do not stop 
to contemplate the bulkand weight of 
this steadily increasing silyer deposit 
which finds lodgmentin the Treasury. 
4s previously stated, there is now held 
by the Treasurer 136,000,000 silver dollar 
pieces. This is a large sum of money in 
any form, but it is only when reduced to : 
pounds and tons that an intelligent idea 
is obtained as toits bulk and weight.— 
When it is known that the weight of the 
Silver dollars now held by the govern- 
ment is 7,738,960 pounds and that this 
enormous weight is being increased at 
the rate of 1,718,640 pounds per annum, 
the public will better appreciate the fol- 
ly of continuingin force thesilver act of 
Febuary, 1878. The vast quantity of sil- 
ver whichis troubling Treasury officials 
to properly take care of represents over 
4,869 tons of 2,000 pounds.each, and if- 
placed in the ordinary earts used for 
transporting coal for large cities, would 
make a procession fourteen railes long, 
assigning one ton to each cartand allow- 
ing 15 feet of space for the movement of 
each vehicle.

—In addition to ex-Gov. Pound, news 
comes from Wisconsin that Col. 8. B. 
Boynton, Jobn H. McGregor and Hans 
Crocker, allof whom were delegates to 
the republican national convention in 
1860, have repudiated Blaine and de- 
clared for Cleveland. 


—Cholera has undoubtedly appeared 
in Madrid and in the province of Alican- 
te, Spain. It was brought there by a 
family from Cette, France, by way of 
Algiers. The week’s quarantine to 
which it was subjected proves to have 
been an insufficient safeguard. 


—The acting secretary of the treasury 
on Saturday issued an order absolutely 
prohibiting all importations of rags, 
whether from infected localities or not, 
for a period of three months from Sep- 
tember Ist. The objectofthis order is 
to guard against -the pean of 
cholera. 


The Richmond, Va., State says: “Hon 
Thomas F. Bayard will take an active 
part in the campaign.

The trouble 
is all caused by the operators reducing 
the wages of the minerstoa starvation 
point, and then importing the pauper 
labor of Europeto take their- places.

—United States Senator Henry B. 
Anthony, of Rbode Island, died at Prov- 
idence Tuesday last. He had been in 
his usual health id the mornipg, but was 
attacked with vertigo after breakfast 
and sank rapidly. In 1849 he waselected 
governor of Rhode Island, and again in 
1850, and declined a re-election the fol- 
lowing year. ln 1858 he was elected as 
a Union Republican to the United States 
Senate, succeeding Philip Allen, Dem- 
crat. He was re-elected in 1864, again 
in 1870, 1876 and 1882. He was elected 
President of the Senate pro tempore 
March 23, 1879, and was re-elected 
March I0, 1871. 


—Since the Patent Office was estab- 
lished in 1836, nearly 300,000 patents have 
been issued. Many ingenious and in- 
structive models will be selected and 
sent to New Orleans. These will serve 
to illustrate all the industrial and scien- 
tific pursoite of the American people. 
Besides the patent models most of the 
machines of full size may be seen in 
practical operation in the main bnild- 
ing. Oneshoe factory in Massachusetts 
turns out by patent machinery, in twelve 
months, as many pairs of boots and shoes 
as 80,000 shoemakers in Paris made by 
hand in a year. 


—Some time ago a rabid dog was kill- 
édona plantation near Eufaula, Ala- 
bama, aftér it had bitten several hogs. 
After the hogsall went mad, and the pro- 
prietor of the plantation instructed his 
negro hands to kill the hogs and boil 
them for soap grease. The darkeys 
killed the hogs, but instead of boiling 
them for soap grease they took the meat 
home and used it in their famılies. Last 
week thirty odd of the negroes broke out 
with the hydrophobia, and the attending 
physician says that about two-thirds of 
them will die. The mules on the plan- 
tation have also gone mad, and it is sup- 
posed that they must have been bitten by 
the hogs.

in general. There are two 
reasons for the statement: 
the importance of ‘black silk 
as an article of merchandise, 
and the impossibility of being 
perfectly sure how any par- 
ticular quarter-yar. of it is 
going to wear. It is worth 
something in estimating a 
man to know how he treats 
an important matter that in- 
volves som: risk to his client, 

There are two attitudes 
which the merchant may 
properly take towards this 
treacherous article of univer- 
sal dress.

We buy the silks of the best 
makers; use the best skill

The maker himself 
does not know how a partic- 
ular picce of his own black 
silk is going to wear; the 
skilful workmen through 
whose successive hands it 
has passed from the cocoon 
to the last process of the 
finish do not know; no- 
body knows. The only way 
to find out is by trying. You 
have got to buy with what- 
ever of risk there is. Wedo 
all we can to make it little. 
We cannot take it away. 

This is the attitude that he 
must take, if he is frank and 
fair; unless the maker bears 
the risk. Sorebody has got 
to bear it;‘ the merchant 
can't; the maker can, Jf-

It depends on the maker 
what the merchant can do. 
Not every maker of black 
silk, nòt every maker of good 
black silk, not every maker’ 
of the very best black silk, is 
disposed to take the risk of 
his work. 

Some merchants of the 
highest standing never guar- 
antee any silk to wear. We 
choose the middle ground. 
We warrant silks Sat are 
warranted to us. If a re- 
sponsible maker is willing to 
take the risk of his work and 
trust us to administer his 
guarantee, we do it. We 
do not insist that he shall. 

We are prompted to this 
explanation by a series of 
black silks which we sell with 
agreement to replace with- 
out charge any part that may 
fail to be fairly durable. Let 
it be understood that the 
guarantee is ours as muchas 
if the maker were not behind 
us; and that it is the maker's 
as much as if you were not 
looking to us for its fulfil- 
ment.

“—A man giving his n name as Benja- 
min Betts, of Milford, Del.; went to Sea- 
ford, Monday, to see the circus and 
while there had bis watch stolen from 
him by a darkey whom he thought ws 
connected with the circus. He followed 
the circus to Salisbury, with the expec- 
tation of recovering his watch. -While 
here he fell in witha man who claimed 
to bea great friend of his, although he 
(Betts) did not recognize him. How- 
ever, they indulged in conversation and 
went tothe bar and drank several times. 
Mr. Betts, when paying his bills, dis- 
played a considerable amount of money; 
and after a while being under the in- 
fluence of liquor both men lay down on 
the platform at the depot and went to 
sleep. -Sometime in the night, Mr. 
Betts was aroused and found his friend 
missing and discovered that his shoes 
were gone, Thisled toan examination 
of himself when he found that his scarf- 
pin, knife, revolver and thirty-five dol- 
lars in money had disappeared. The 
only markleft was a large slit in the 
pocket of his pants which the thief bad 
cut to get the money out. 


—Monday last was the formal opening 
day of the oyster season, and by 12 
o’clock that night about 150 bushels were 
in this market. They sold at 50 cents. 
Tuesduy 200 bushels more arrived. Peo- 
ple were eager to get them and very few 
were left unsold Wednesday morning. 
The Baltimore Sun of Thursday says: 
“ Packers did not succeed in getticg any 
oysters yesterday, although most of them 
were ready to take limited quantities to 
fill orders for the Western market. 
Several whose distant correspondents 
have been urging the earliest possible con- 
signments made arrangements with oys- 
termen to have a supply here by this 
morning at the latest. In order to facili- 
tute receipts from the Chesapeake sev- 
eral tugs were started for Tangier soudd 
yesterday, with instructions to tow cer- 
tain vessels having cargoes to the city. 
Itis expected that the supply today, while 
it will not be sufficient for the demand, 
will partially satisfy the trade. Packers 
will pack raw oysters chilled by immer- 
son in cold water in quart flat cans and 
ship them West. The goods which are 
destined for points west of Cincinnati 
will be chilled again at that poiut by the 
express companies, so that when they ar- 
rive at destination the oysters will be in 
agood condition. It is stated that there 
are quite a number of orders on hand 
which packers are eager to fill. There is, 
however, very little old stock on hand, 
and the promise for a lively oyster sea- 
son seems good.” Tuesday the steamer 
Nanticoke carried about 100 barrels of 
oysters from Nanticoke river to Balti- 
more, which sold for $1. a bushel. A 
large number of persons from this town 
than usual are engaged in the business.

—Mrs. Mary A. Fish, a resident of 
Salisbury for a great many years, died at 
her home on Main St., Tuesday morn- 
ing at5o’clock.

At her bedside all her 
children but one and all her grandchil- 
dren were present to sooth her last 
hours. One son, William Fish, who 
lives on his plantation in Louisiana, was 
not able to reach Salisbury in time for 
the funeral. Orlando Fish, Esq., of 
Mobile, Ala., with his wifeand children 
have been here some weeks. Four 
daughters, Misses Sallie, Priscilla, Lottie 
and Eliza Fish, who reside here, and five 
grandchildren are left to mourn their 
loss. Mrs. Fish was born near Snow 
Hill, Worcester county in1808. When 
about sixteen years of sge she was mar- 
ried to Bennett L. Fish of Salisbury and 
moving here has constantly been a resi- 
dent since. Hername before marriage 
was Miss Mary A. Jones. In 1847 her 
husband died. Foranumber of years 
declining strength has kept ber contined 
to her house, but the high consideration 
always bestowed upon her by the resi- 
dents of Salisbury made ber an esteemed 
part of society. Her home has been the 
scene of graceful hospitality; her daugh- 
ters and grand-daughter Miss Mary Fish, 
being among the most aceomplished 
members of our society. The faneral 
services were held in the M. E. Church 
South, Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. 
Rev. J. L. Whitley officiated. The pall- 
bearers were Henry J. Brewington, W.

Aleohol'’s black hand had its full ‘share 
of credit in this as is in’ many other 
crimes. Wilson had beenselling liquor 
on theground during Saturday night 
and early Sunday morning. ‘It appears 
that some one had purchased a drink 
from him but had not paid for it. He 
saw Hamilton Bevans walking around 
the ground, and took him forthe delin- 
quent customer, and stepped up to him 
to demand payment. Bevans turned 
and said, “Man, I don’t owe you any- 
thing.” Whereupon Wilson dealt -him 
a heavy blow over the eye with a stick, 
and said “d——the Bevans family, I will 
kill them all ifthey cometo me.” The 
wounded man went toa tent near by, 
related what had happened, when those 
present went out to see the assailant and 
inquired of him why he had assaulted 
Hamilton Bevans. While they were in- 
terviewing Wilson, James Bevans, who 


‘was taking part in the all-night religious 


exercises, was informed of the attack on 
bis brother aud went to the place where 
crowd had gathered. Some of the mana- 
gers were lecturing Wilson about his 
conduct and urging him to behave him- 
self. James Bevans stood near by lean- 
ing against a tree, and eye-witnesses say 
he had said nothing to anyone when 
Wilson rushed upto-him and thrast a 
sharp.pointed knife intothe right side 
of his neck, killing him. As Wilson 
made his murderous cut some one 
struck him and he fell on bis hands and 
knees, but instantly recovered and com- 
menced to wield a stick and brandish his 
knife, causing the crowd to open a lane 
through which he passed, thus making 
his escape. Wilson had been drinking, 
but was not drunk. Hamilton as well as 
his friends deny that he owed the mur- 
derer for liquor, or that he_had bought 
any from him. The fungral of James 
took place on Deals idl Monday the 
25th ult., and was largety-attended. The 
deceased was highly esteemed by both 
white and colored in ¢he pneighberhoed 
where he resided. amilton Evans, 
who received the blow over the eye has 
recovered—rumors of his death was in- 
correct.—Herald.

The summer prairies are 
yellow still, butit is the color of the 
golden grain and not the treacherous 
skimmer of the brazen earth. The hori- 
zon’s mighty circle is a8 loosely drawn 
as dimly distant as of yore. But it 
bounds green meadows, yellow fields, 
fruitful orchards, today, instead of the 
former vast expanse of dwarfed brown 
grass. In the terse, vernacular of the 
border, the Kansas settlers didn’t go 
there for their health. Their bins and 
barns are fall, theirchildren well clad 
and their schools well kept. 

In the light ofsuch a record, one be- 
gins to appreciate Commissioner Lor- 
ing’s facts and standsin silent awe be- 
forethe comparisons between Kansas 
and Maryland deduced from his statis- 
tics. With two hundred prosperous 
years behindher, Maryland needs no 
eulogy. But it would just paralyze the 
old Calverts, and the other real estate 
agents of two centuries ago, to see what 
the Kansans can say for themselves. 
Corn, Kansas 36.7 bushels to’ the ‘acre; 
Maryland 23.5; Wheat, Kansas 17.5, 
Maryland 12.1; oats, Kansas in the lead 
by 20-bushels per acre; and that is the 
way the record talks for 1883. Thefield 
crops of Kansas makea return of 22.25 
per cent on money invested ‘in farming 
lands. Thoseof Marylaud return but 
178-8 percent. We can almost hear the 
bones of the 6ld Lord Baltimores rattle 
in their coffins in impatient contradic- 
tion. And look at this; an acre of farm- 
ing land in Maryland is worth $32.33, ac- 
cording to the national Department of 
Agriculture. The acre in Kansas could 
be bougbt for $10.98. On an acre of land 
in Maryland you can raise 26 bushels of 
corn, or 12 of wheat, or 20 of oats. Now 
suppose you have $32.33 in vested in Kav- 
sas farms. It will purchase a little less 
than three acres. Instead of 26 bushels 
of Corn you will get 108, instddt 
bushels of wheat, 51; instead of W 
oats, 132. Such are the compilations 
from Commissioner Loring’s figures. It 
begins to look as if the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture wanted us all to go to 
Kansas. And in sober truth, there is 
room enough, Of the 50,000,000 Kansas 
acres but 90,000,000 are in farms. On 
these live somewhatmore than a million 
of people. There is ample room on the 
rest for Maryland’s million. However, 
we won’t all go. Some of us will cling 
to the old landmarks and homesteads in 
the face of figuresand in the teeth of 
facts. But to our friends on the prairie 
we give good speed. Werejoice in your 
prosperity. Weare glad to know that 
your fields are fertile and your harvests 
abundant. Welive under thesame sun 
and sleep beneath the same stars. And 
we are pleased to remem ber that some of 
those who dared the fabled desert and 
found ita worthy home for honest men, 
still turn with kindly memory to Mary- 
land, my Maryland.

000 acres. Most of this ground, in 1860, 
was what is known as “government 
land,” the extreme valation of which was 
$1.25 per acre. Nearly all of it was pra- 
irie land, in what now are great grain 
growing districts, and its average valua- 
tion is now not far from $100 per acre, 
fog nearly all of it was “located” neor 
new railroad lines. One hundred and 
twenty million acres at $100 per acre 
would account for two-fifths of the in- 
crease of wealth which Mr. Blaine claims 
for the twenty years alluded to. Protec- 
tion did nothing whatever to stimulate 
this wonderfal agricultural advance. 
Neither did protection cause the en- 
hanced value of older farming lands, 
which has been particularly noticeable 
in the South, where the demanded of the 
freedmen for farms of their own has led 
to the profitable cutting up of great 
plantations into small estates. If Mr. 
Blaine expects to be President he should 
study the census reports more closely.— 
N. Y. Herald.

Davis, Toombs and Hunter. 

In the year 1860 Jefferson Davis, of 
Mississippi, Robert Toombs, of Georgia, 
and R. M. T. Hunter, of Virginia, were 
members of the United States Senate, 
and not only its three most influential 
members, but eminent Southern lead- 
ers. Each represented a State which 
claimed and exercised a weighty in- 
fluenceiu the national council, and as 
they belonged to the then dominant 
party and were champions of the theories 
that rested on slavery, they possessed 
an authority which in the present chang- 
ed condition of things it is diffieult to 
comprehend. Thepolitical sky wore a 
troubled look in the spring of 1860. The 
Jobn Brown raid at Harper’s Ferry had 
recently taken place, showing what dar- 
ing and desperate measures abolitionism 
was capable of; Kansas, after a fierce 
struggle, had been lost to the South; the 
growing Republican party was prepar- 
ing for the Chicago Convention that 
nominated Abraham Lincoln; there 
were grave divisionsin the Democratic 
party that had ruled the country for 
nearly fifty years, and to complicate 
things still more there wasa strong na- 
tive American elementinthe Southern 
States which refused to ally itself with 
the Southern Democracy in defense of 
the extreme position which the latter 
claimed was necessary for the mainten- 
ance of Southern institutions and inter- 
ests. Congress was still in session, and 
it was observed that Davis, Toombs and 
Hunter were frequently sitting together 
in the Senate, as if in consultation. 
These consultations usually took place 
at the desk of the Senator from Missis- 
sippi, and the fact was remarked then, 
as proof of the clearer perspicacity, 
stronger will and superior ability of the 
man who was destined afterward to be- 
come chief of the then only dreamed of 
Southern Confederacy. These three men 
are stillliving. It is strange that it 
should be so, but there are many strange 
things connected with the tremendous 
drama in which they played so conspic- 
uousa part. Their experimental con- 
federacy was born, lived and perished 
so long ago that the American youth of 
to-day know nothing ofit except what 
they readin books. TheSouth has pass- 
ed through the blood and agony of a 
conflict which left the flower of its popu- 
lation beneath the sod, and scarred its 
mountains, valleys and forests with the 
tracks of plowing missiles. 

Abolitionism bad its way, slavery was 
overthrown, and ruin ran riot over the 
Southern land until there was little left 
to destroy. Yet, the three Senators of 
1860 from Mississippi, Georgia and Vir- 
ginia, have survived all the bavoc and 
are still above the turf, beneath which 
all their prominent contemporaries lie 
buried. Their old abolition enemies are 
gone. Garrison, Seward, Greeley, Chage 
Giddings passed away long ago. Even 
Wendell Phillips is dead. Lincoln, the 
first Republican President, has been in 
his bloody tomb these nineteen years. 
The great Douglass sleeps in Illinois 
soil, and trees twenty-two years old 
grow over his grave. His Presidential 
competitors in the memorable campaign 
of 1860—Breckinridge and John Bell— 
are asleep too, each in the soil of his 
native State. All the members of the 
first Republican Cabinet are gone but 
one—Simon Cameron—and Simon Cam- 
eron was 4 comparatively obscure man 
in the spring of 1860. l ae 

The Mississippi Senator of 1860 is now 
76 years old; the Georgia Senator is 74; 
the Virginia Senator is 75. They are not 
very old men, yet there are not three 
other living men in the world who were 
actors jn agreat historical drama who 
have served as pall-bearers to such a 
procession of eminent fellow-players.

The Man Whom Cleveland Beat Dies of 
Grief—His Career. 


The Hon. Charles J. Folger, Secretary 
of the U. 8S. Treasury, died at his resi- 
dence in Geneva, N. Y., on Thursday 
afternoon. He went home from Wash- 
ington several weeks ago prostrated in 
body. His face was huggard and care- 
worn and eyes sunken. During thetwo 
ensuing days he was confined to his 
room, but rallied sufficiently to take 
sbort rides daily. A few days since Mr. 
Folger suffered a relapse, and on Thurs- 
day, at 4.55 p. m., death ensued. 

Charles James Folger was born April 
16, 1818, at Nantucket, Mass. Twelve 
years Jater his pareuts moved to Geneva, 
Ontario county, New York, which has 
since been his home. He graduated with 
the highest honors of his class at Hobart 
College in 1836, and after reading law 
with Mark H. Sibley, who was then one 
of the leading lawyers of Western New 
York, was in 1839 admitted to the bar of 
the Supreme Court. 1n 1851 he was elec- 
ted County Judge of Ontario, and held 
the office for four years. At this time 
he identified himself with the Republi- 
can party, then just assuming organized 
form, and at the close of his term as 
Judge began an active career in State 
politics. 

In 1861 he was elected to the State 
Senate, where he served for eight suc- 
cessive years, most of the time being 
President pro tempore of the Senate, 
and after the first year the recognized 
leader of the Republicansin the cham- 
ber. He also exerted great influence in 
all State Conventions of the party, and 
was closely associated in political move- 
ments with the Hon. E. D. Morgan. 

He also distinguished himself by tak- 

ing a bold stand against Tweed’s tax 
levies for New York city in one instance 
extending the session and continuing 
the contest three days, rather than yield 
asingle point. At the close of his Sena- 
torial term, in 1868, Mr. Folger was ap- 
pointed United States Sub-treasurer in 
New York city. The following yaer he 
was elecetd Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals on the organization of the court un- 
der the new judiciary article adopted by 
the Constitutional Convention. 
- At the death of Chief Judge Church, 
in May, 1880, he was appointed to fill the 
vacancy by Governor Cornell. He was 
nominated for a return to that placein 
the fall of 1381, and was elected for a 
term of 14 years by a plurality of 44,160; 
but under the constitution be would be 
able to serve out only about half of his 
term, when he would reach the constitu- 
tional limit of 70 years of age. He had 
long been a close triend of President 
Arthur and in February, 1881, he wasap- 
pointed to the head of the Treasury De- 
partment. 

In 1882 Mr. Folger was nominated for 
Governor of New Yurk, bat was de- 
feated by Grover Cleveland bya majority 
of 192,854. 

Secretary Folger was so overwhelmed 
with martification by this defeat that be 
was never the same man afterwards. He 
had, from his first entrance in public Jife, 
received unvarying marks of public con- 
fidence and esteem, and such a blow was 


too much for his equanimity. He vainly’ 


stroveto conceal his feelings by plung- 
ing into all the immense details of busi- 
ness in the treasury, and the strain pro- 
duced by this made inroads on his health, 
which were apparent to the most unob- 
servant.

The Republican Governor Elected but 
uo Enthusiasm.

The New York Herald’s dispatches on 
the, Maine election Monday are as fol- 
lows: 

In spite of a perfect organization con- 
trasted with practically no organization 
on the democratic side, of an extraordi- 
nary campaign fund gathered from all 
parts of the country contrasted with an 
almost empty democratic treasury, of 
the efforts or thirty-eight speakers from 
beyond the State contrasted with five 
democratic speechés, all told, by out- 
siders; in spite of the fact that the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee made no 
fight whatever in the State, the prospects 
are that Mr. Blaine has carried the State 
by a majority less than 18,000, being 2,- 
000 less than the republican managers 
claimed two weeks ago, and by 5,000 less 
than Blaine’s candidacy really should 
have given had there been any consipera- 
ble enthusiasm for him in the State. 

Returns from nearly one half of the 
total vote of the State give Robie a 
plurality over Redman of 9,104, a major- 
ity over all of 5.356, being a republican 
gain over Robie’s total vote of two years 
ago only 970, which is the measure of the 
strength Blaine’s candidacy gives to 
Robie this year. As the returus are com- 
ing in the proportion of republican gains 
is constantly decreasing, as the demo- 
crats are now beginning to be heard from.

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The Oyster Law. 


A Sensible Justice of the Peace has 
Something to Say. 


On the fourth instant Commander 

Waddell instructed Deputy Commander 
J. B. Wilson, of the sloop Mary Comp- 
ton, as follows: 
. “Unlawful carriers of oysters from 
the waters of Kent and Anne Arundel 
counties are trading in Baltimore. You 
will proceed with your command off the 
Patapsco to a position off Fort MgHenry 
to command the fork of river, and as 
there is night traffic your watcbfulness 
must berigid. Board every boat and de- 
mand the carrying license. If you find 
any without a carrying license having 
oysters, arrest under the law.” 

Last week Captain Gordy, of the steam- 
er Hamilton, had occasion to call upon 
Captain Wilso#.while lying off the posi- 
tion assigned him. Just then a canoe 
came up, and at the suggestion of Cap- 
tain Wilson was boarded. It was man- 
ned by a white boy and two colored lads 
belonging to Jackson’s creek, Queen 
Anne’s county. It had about fifteen 
bushels of oysterson board. The young 
man showed his local license, but no 
carrying license. He was at once arrest- 
ed. The canoe was towed to Baltimore 
city by thé Hamilton, and Capt. Wilson 
took the party before Justice Sanner at 
the eastern police station. Justic San- 
per heard the charge. He examined the 
law and construed it to mean that the 
granting of the license to catch the oys- 
ters also permitted the selling of the 
same without regard to any locality. He 
accordingly dismissed the case. The 
young man said he had been told that he 
had a right to sell them anywhere he 
could find a market. Capt. Wilson says 
if an appealis taken by the State he can 
produce the young man whenever want- 
ed. 

—The leaders of the Blaine campaign 
have paid a high tribute to Harper’s 
Weekly and Pack, by starting two illus- 
trated campaign papers. Munsey’s Il- 
lustrated Weekly is the title of the pic- 
torial campaign paper started by the con- 
tributions Chairman Jones of the Nati- 
onal Committee gathered from the of- 
fice-holders. Itisafeeble imitation of 
Harper’s Weekly, and will play its part 
for two months, at the cost of campaign 
fundsand then die and be forgotten. 

Jingo, the Republican imitator, of 
‘Puck, is a more creditable Boston publi- 
cation. Ithas all the luminous and 
variegated pietures of Puck, and quite 
eqaals The Judge, its fellow Republican 
illustrated satirist in the brightness. of 
conception and execution of its political 
illustrations. With skill and energy, it 
might survive the campaign and become 
a' successful institution. The onething 
that party leaders are slow to learn, is 
that journals called into existence by 
the party necessities of a campaign ' are 
powerless to mould public opinion and 
seldom live after the occasion that call- 
ed them into existence has perished. 
Munsey’s Weekly and Jingo are merely 
the make-shift creations of party neces- 
sity, and when party necessity and party 
reseurces cease, their mission will be 
ended.

The Farmer's Column. 


- Horses at work will be gratified if they 
are allowed a little green grass once a 
day. If notconvenient to turn on the 
grass, cut it and feed, with a little salt, 
in the rack. 


Stock raising has made Holland o1e of 
the wealthiest agricultural countries in 
the world. Land there is worth from 
two to four thousand dollars an acre; 
nine acres out of every ten are kept in 
grass, and pay the owners large divi- 
dends.

From the most reliable statistics it is | 


estimated that the western cranberry 
crop last year was 145,000 bushels, and 
those of New England and New Jersey 
300,000, making the whole crop of the 
country 445,000 bushels, against 307,000 
in 1882, and 461,000 In 1881. About 159,- 
000 were from New England, and 141,- 
000 from New Jersey. 


Farmers who have kept a strict ac- 
count with their stock say that a pound 
of poultry can be made for less than a 
pound of pork, yet the laboring man who 
has to buy both feelsthat he cannot af- 
ford to buy poultry very often, as it costs 
More than other meats. This leads the 
Concord Monitor to remark that the 
poultry-growing business may be much 
extended before the market will be over- 
stocked s0 as to bring the price down to 
where it will not pay to raise. 


A writer in an exchange says he has 
laid five-inch tile drains under rows of 
grapevines, two and a half feet deep, and 
the grapes on these vines ripened two 
weeks earlier, and were better in quality 
than the same sorts in the neighborhood 
not drained. They rotted less. The 
vines endured the winter better. Rasp- 
berries, strawberries and blackberries 
were similarly but less strikingly bene- 
titted. The more the land needs drain- 
ing the more striking will be the con- 
trast. 


A late writer gives it as his opinion 
that if the ease with which the raspber- 
ry çan be grown were fully appreciated, 
there would not be a farmer in the coun- 
try who would not cheerfully set out 
enough plants to supply his family with 
as many as they could eat at three meals 
a day during the season; and that there 
is not a former's wife who would not 
tather pick the fruit than spend so much 
time in the hot kitchen, making cakes 
and pies. The children would come in 
for their share of the delight, in connect- 
ion with the care of the plantation. 


The great point isto get all the benefit 
of all the manure; this by saving it at the 
barn and in the field—at the barn under 
cover, securing all the fluids of the sta- 
ble by absorbents, and as recommended 
in the field. Farmers will then find that 
it makesa vast difference whether the 
manure has its strength washed out at 
the barn (in heaps), orin the field when 
evenly spread. Astbey-too commonly 
treat their manure, they get about’ one- 
quarter ofits strength, three-quarters 
being lost in the waste of the urine, ex- 
posure at the barn, and bad treatment in 
the field; and the best part is lost at that. 
To the general American farmer it 
would be asurprise were he to see the 
effect of manure saved under cover or 
applied directly from the stables, the 
solid and liquid parts being all retained 
by some fine vegetable absorbent, Hke 
dry muck or leaf mould, which also 
benefits the land unless itis peaty soil. 
The land in the older sections of the 
country is constantly crying for manure. 
and we are as constantly concerned how 
to supply it. We look abeut for market 
fertilizers, turn to sod and clover and 
green manuring, and yetour crops are 
not what we wantthem. It is all our 
own fault. 


Fruit trees are benefited by mulching. 
Various substances may be used forthe 
purpose. Straw, brakes, weeds, small 
bushes, sawdust, muck, or the like, af- 
ford suitable material for mulching. 
Young trees recently transplanted es- 
pecially need mulching. The principal 
object of mulching is to preserve the 
ground from drying and keep the soil 
moist. Mulching accomplishes the ob- 
ject by preventing the growth of plants 
which would draw from the soil its 
moisture and exhale it into the air; and 
also by retaining the moisture in the soil 
by keeping it covered so that evapora- 
tion does not readily occur. Roots of 
trees like a warm, mellow, moist soil, 
and guch a Soil is best obtained by pre- 
venting evaporation. Access of air is 
also necessary, so that the oxygen of the 
air can unite with the elements of the 
soil and furnish plant food tothe roots. 
Mulching when judiciously performed 
does not exclude the airfrom the soil, 
but facilitates its access by keeping the 
soil light and porous. Clean sand may 
be used as a mulch. It is porous and 
freely admits the air, which is one of the 
best non-conducting substances, a por- 
ous substance with the insterstices filled 
with air affecting previous evaporation. 


The seed business began small, but 
last year $75,000 was voted for its sup- 
port and this year $100,000 is set aside 
for that purpose. Formerly the business 
was.done in the basement of the Agri- 
cultural Department, but two years ago 
a spacious building was erected for the 
purpose. 

During the year just past the chief of 
this Bureau has mailed 3,622,738 pack- 
ages, all going free. Of these 2,912,730 
are given to the Congressmen, although 
by the law they are only entitled to two- 
thirds. Then the Agricultural Depart- 
ment hasa crop correspondentin every 
county.and a general one in each State. 
The former got 895,905 packages, thelat- 
ter 72,450, while miscellaneous appli- 
canta received 279,653. And so perfect is 
the system that great books are kept 
wherein each recipient and what he re- 
celves are set down.

SCOFFERS. 


THE FIRST SERMON OF MR. BALDERSTON 
AT THE M. P. CHURCH. 


The new minister of the M. P. Church 
in Salisbury preached his first sermon 
Sunday, Sept. 7. We give below an ab- 
stract: l i 

Text—2 Peter 3. 4. ‘There shall come 
in the last days scoffers. ” 

This is the language of Apostle Peter, 
in which he predicts that in the last days 
there should arise à certain class of men 
who walking after their own lusts, 
should affect to discredit the promises 
and threatenings of God, by scoffing at 
religion. A prediction that we have too 
often seen fulfilled. A prediction, of 
the trath of which, the history of every 
age, sinch the time of the Apostle, has 
furnished lamentable proof. Even. in 
the present age, undér the increasing 
light of the Gospel, scoffers are. numer- 
ous aud: profane, waxing worse -and 
worse, deceiving and being deceived. 
Men, who have no comprehessien of 
thought for discerning that which is 
great, and no solidity of judgment for 
deciding on that which is true, take it 
upon themselves to treat religion with 
contempt and derision. They point at 
it the finger of ridicule, and that which 
for ages men of learning have supported, 
and men of wisdom have admired, they 
would represent as;haying no: better for- 
mation than the gloomy imaginations of 
fanatics and visionaries. They would 
make‘it—the Christian : 
to be nothing more than a huge blunder. 
The Bible, from. its beginning to its 
clase, with blasphemous lips, they would 
represent as but a cunningly devised fa- 
ble, and as being a friend and giving en- 
couragement to cruelty, murder poly- 
gamy, adultery, and all manner of 
crime. 

Yes, itis a truth, a sad truth, scoffers 
have indeed arisen. Rejecting the knowl- 
edge of the most High, they yield them- 
selves up to the indulgence of their own 
evil propensities, and when remonstra- 
ted with for their conduct, when urged 
to the duty of faith and repentance, to 
still the condemning voice of conscience, 
they fly to some refuge of lies; and to 
buoy up their chief hope of escaping the 
damnation of hell, affect to doubt the 
truth of Divine threatenings. j 

It is our purpose to show the folly of 
such persons. In the first place, their 
folly appears from the fact that they de- 
mand an immediate fulfilment, saying, 
“Where isthe promise of Hiscoming,” 
etc. Now; ‘in surveying the course of 
Divine government in the world, we 
very plainly see, that an immediate ex- 
ecution of threatenings is nota principle 
of administration. In proof of this fact, 
notice.the history of Manasseh, and the 
case of the Amalekites. These eases 
prove conclusively, we think, that an im- 
mediate execution of threatenings is not 
a principle of Divine government. And 
if these cases fail to convince scoffers 
that God will surély fulfil his word, that 
His righteous vengeance, will at some 
time certainly be executed, even accord- 
ing to His most tremendous threaten- 
ings, then I say they will not be convin- 
ced, though one rose from the dead. 

If it be asked, why God does not pro- 
ceed at once to execute his threatenings, 
we answer that it is simply because he is 
long-suffering to us, patient, -for- 
bearing, not willing that any -shonld 
perish, but that all should come to re. 
pentanceand live. : We should naturally. p 
infer that such‘an exhibition of forbear=' 
ance in the midst of deserved wrath; 
would serve a8 an incitement to the Bin- 
ner to turn aside from his wicked ways 
and give his heart to God and so excape:

Thirdly.- ly Of wicked scoffers 
appears from the fact that they suspend 
their highest interestson an unreason- 
able doubt, since'there is no work, nor 
device, nor knowledge, nor .wisdom ip 
the grave. Reason as -well as. Revela- 
tion teaches that every man while it is the 
accepted time, should strive to make his 
salvation sure. But, alas, sodo not the 
impenitent.: In opposition tothe voice 
of God, and of conscience, and of Nature 
through all her works, they blindly, but 


wilfully, parsue their way of ‘rebellion - 


and death. For if the Gospel,,with its 

promises and threatenings be true, the 

scoffer must perish., Thereis no alter- 

native. The scoffer, however, denies the 

truth of the Gospel. He pronounces it 

a falsity. Well, then, let us suppose that 

the Gospel is not trae, but that at least, 

it may eventually prove true, and the 

bare possibility involves interests too 

important by far to ba banished from 

the mind or in any way neglected. But 

blessed be God, Christianity rests- not 

on a bare possibility. Itsreality is at- 

tested by all the evidences reason can 

ask or desire. What then, I ask, must be 
the inconsistency, nay the consummate 
folly,-of those who not only suspend;their 
own everlasting peace and happiness on 

one unreasonable doubt, but also utterly 
disregard the well-being of the universe, 
and contemn the glory of the eternal 
and infiniteGod? Verily, He thatsit- 

teth in the heavens shall laugh, the Lord 

shall have them in derision. 

Fourthly. We notice the doubtings of 
scoffers willnot preventor in any way 
hinder the execution of God’s threaten- 
ings. Though our God isa God who for- 
giveth iniquity, transgression and sin, 
yet He will by no means clear the guilty. 
Though hand join hand the wicked shall 
not go unpunished. God’s immutable 
justice, holiness and truth, demand the 
immediate and eternal punishment of 
the wicked, but in His‘abundant grace 
and forbearance, He: condescends to 
reason and expostulate with them, say- 
ing, as I liye,I.baye no pleasure in. the 
death òf the wicked, but that they turn 
from their wicked ways and live. But 
if. they still continue to do despite to the 
spirit of His grace; still continue to op- 
pose, neglect and abuse the Gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ; still continue to 
scoff.and sneer at Religion, in the end 
their hopes will be found to. be naught 
bot delusion; the storm of death and 
judgment will sweepaway their refuge 
of lies, their covenant with death will be 
disannulled,.and God in the execution of 
His righteous vengeance will break them 
as with a rod of iron, will dash them in 
pieces likea potter’s vessel. Then, O 
man fear to become a scoffer at things 
sacred, lest ye be bound in the strong 
cords.of your own iniquity, for the Lerd 
God Jebovah hath unalterably deereed 
the everlasting destruction of all un- 
godly men throughout the entire earth. 
And what is the scoffer’s strength, that 
he can exert to oppose himself to Al- 
mighty God. He, poor weak worm of the 
dust that he is, cannot wage a successful 
warfare against the omnipotent Jehovah. 

O, how strongly. marked, how very evi- 
dent is the folly.of those who doubt the 
execution of God’s .threatenings, and 
who dare to treat with disrespect the re- 
ligion of our blessed Saviour! Is not 
such conduct a sure indication ofa nar- 
row mind, a perverted understanding, a 
depraved heart? Then let us in the seat 
of the scorner not sit but, rather, where 

 scoffers arise, let us maintain the: honor 
of our God, and of our blessed Redeemer 
forhim that honoreth God, God will 
honor. -And notwithstanding the jiers, 
and: sneersand scoffs to which we may 
be subjected; notwithstanding the oppo- 
sition we may have to contend with, let 
us resolutely. and immovably .adhere. to 
the cause of virtue and piety, for verily 
our reward is sure. :

He was an aspirant 
for the Presidential nomination of the 
Republican National Convention which 
was to meet at Cincinnati on June 14, 
and believing that copies of.the contents 
of the package existed, although he had 
secured the originals, and that they 
would become public before the Conven- 
tion, he resolved on a characteristically 
audacious course—to publish them him- 
self as the lesser of twoevils. Soon the 
5th of June in the House of Representa- 
tives he rose and said :— 

{am not afraid to show the letters. Thank 
God Almighty, I am not ashamed to show 
them. 

And then he read them to the House, 
and at the end of the reading, by an ar- 
rangement manifestly preconcerted with 
his friend Mr. Eugene Hale, „ef Maine,

Gen, Bradley T. Johnson addressed 
the Cleveland and Hendricks Club of 
Soow Hill Wednesday evening.

The old practice of washing sheep 
before shearing has fallen into disuse 
among the most progressive farmers. 
It does not pay. Aside from the colds, 
rheumatisms and other inconviences 
incurred by men and animals, the wool 
is not increased in market value enough 
to justify the time and labor expended. 
If the fleeces are filled with burrs and 
rubbish the washing they get on the 
sheep's back will not help them any. 
Better keep the sheep reasonably clean, 
and let the manufacturers do the wash- 
ing. 


A well-bred, moderately fattened ox 
should yield 58 to 60 pounds of dressed 
carcass to 100 pounds of live weight, 
while an excessively fat ox may give 
from 65 to 70 per cent. Moderately fat- 
tened shorn sheep should dress 58 per 
cent. of the live weight, and very fat 
ones ashigh as 65 percent. This is well 
understood by butchers, who base their 
prices‘upon the dressed weight of the 
four quarters. Thus, if good quality 
cattle are reported at 10 cents it means 
so much per pound for what the four 
quarters will weigh, as the rule is that the 
42 pounds of offai—bide, tallow, head, 
heart, legs, etc—pays for the killing and 
dressing. 


According to reports from all quarters, | ti 


the crop prospects for the present harvest 
season are much brighter than they have 
been for a number of years. Corn that 
at one time was very backward, owing 
to the cold rains, has been greatly ad- 
vanced by the more recent hot weather. 
According to last month’s reports it 
averaged higher than in any August 
since 1880.

SOMETHING THE READING OF WHICH 


The year 1816 was known throughout 
the United States and Europe as the 
coldest ever experienced by any person 
then living. Very few persons now 
living car recollectit. The following is 
a brief summary of tle weather during 
each month of that year: January was 
mild, so as to render fires almost useless 
in parlors. February was not cold; with 
the exception of a few days, it was like 
its predecessor. March was cold: and 
boisterous during the early part of the 
month; the remainder of the month was 
mild. A great freshet occurred on the 
Olto and Mississippi rivers, which caus- 
ed much loss of property. April began 
warm but grew colder as the th 
advanced, and ended with snow and ice 
and a temperature more like winter 
than spring.

Buds and fruits 
were frozen; ice formed half an inch

Death of Mr. Rennett. 

—James Edmond Bennett, formerly a 
resident of this county, died at Fort 
Smith, Ark.,a few days ago. From a 
copy of “The Physicians and Surgeons 
of the United States,” we extract the fol- 
lowing biographical sketch: James Ed- 
mond Bennett, Fort Smith, Arks., was 
born at Salisbury Somerset county, 
Maryland, May 13,1828. His professional 
education at the University of Maryland, 
where he attended three courses of lec- 
tures, and whence he was graduated M. 
D. in 1855. In the same year he began 
the practice of physic at Sharptown 
Maryland; he removed thence in 1857 to 
Wyandotte, Kansas: and since 1863 has 
been established in Fort Smitb. He wis 
a member of the Fort Smith Medical 
Society; of the Sebastian County Medical 
Society—president in 1877—and of the 
Arkansas State Medical Society. His 
professional publications were numer- 
ous. Since February, 1866, he has been 
examining surgeon to U. S. pension 
bureau. In January, 1862, he was com- 
missioned an Acting Assistant Surgeon, 
inthe U. S. Army, and was honorably 
discharged from service in June, 1864. 
He married, Nov. 29, 1854, Martha A., 
daughter of Ebenizer Taylor, Esq., of 
Barren Creek Springs, Maryland.

He will 
occupy Mr. King’s store for a short time 
until his new building is ready. 

In groceries Salisbury is far the most 
extensive market on the Shore. Humph- 
reys and Tilghman, B. L. Gillis & Son, 
and S. Frank Toadvine, all directly on 
the wharves, could each fit out an ocean- 
going steamship fora long voyage. Re- 
cently a large business in extra fine fam- 
ily groceries has sprung up:choice brands 
-of flour, hams, preserved fruits, coffee, 
-ete., are kept by these houses which are 
-obtainable nowhere in other towns. 
"They also handle largely coal, lime, hair, 
‘fertilizers, ready mixed paints etc. They 
‘are near together and visitors could in a 
few minutes look over great numbers of 
‘bargains in the departments mentioned 
‘as well as others. Trader Bros. at the 
-ther side of the town,as you come in 
from Snow Hill, havea line of general 
groceries which can be bought always 
cheap. 

James Cannon & Son, date their ex- 
istence as a boot and shoe honseino Salis- 
bury to 1861. They published two years 
age an account of their growth which 
was exceedingly interesting. They oc- 
cupy the large glass frontat the corner 
of Main and St. Peter’s streets. Beside 
the boots and shoes you will find there 
a splendid line of clothing anda choice 
stock of neckwearand gents’ furnish- 
ing goods. A Whittington & Son are 
opposite B. L. and Carey. They have 
built up a heavy trade in the past two or 
three years in bootsand shoes. They do 
not trouble the clothing business but 
havea large assortment of fashionable 
hats. Jesse Hughes, nearly opposite, is 
desirous of closing his business out and 
doubtless bas his prices marked down 
far below actual cost. This article will 
be continued next week. 


Death of Col. Jacobs. 

—Colonel Curtis W. Jacobs, a resident 
of Worcester county, died near New- 
bern, North Carolina, onthe 20th inst. 
of what is known in that section as 
swamp fever, aged 70 years. He had 
invested large sums of money in the 
South and was extensively engaged in 
the lumber business. In 1859 he was 
-lected asa democrat te the House of 
Delegates from Worcester county and 
made himself cynspicuous on account 
-of his extreme views on the slavery 
-question. Whilein the Legislature he 
-advocated the introduction of a bill re- 
ducing toslavery all free colored people 
then residing m the State, and was a 
strong secessionist during the war. In 
1873 he was an independent democratic 
candidate for the State Senate in eppo- 
sition to Col. William J. Aydelotte, but 
was defeated, his opponent being elected 
by obly five votes. His remains arrived 
in Salisbury on the 4.10 p. m. train 
Tuesday, where they were transferred 
toaspecial train on the Wicomico & 
Pocomoke R. R., which was draped in 
.mourning, and taken to his old home- 
stead, three miles fro rlin. The in- 
es took p day.

The rooms on 
this floor are especially convenient and 
nicely arranged, from the fact that the 
partition between is made in the man- 
ner of folding-doors, so Liat both rooms 
may be easily turned into one, thus af- 
fording a large audience room for school 
entertainments, etc.

The Farmers Column. 

Of 60 different varieties of grapes fruit- 
ingin thewineyards of the Kansas Agri- 
cultural College Moore's Early gives the 
lirst ripe fruit. 


Three hundred young Texas cattle 
were trumped to deutiiin the Arkansus 
country, during a recent Mil storm. 
They stainpeded and collided against n 
wire fence, when the stronger one killed 
the weaker, 


Many potato growers plant the seed on 
clover sod ploughed after the clover is 
well started to grow in spring. This 
green Manure forces the plants to vigor- 
ous growth, and insures moisture hy act- 
ing something like a mulch. 


Farmers are everywhere giving testi- 
mony to the efficacy of kerosene us a pre- 


servative of fence posts. Souk well with- 


kerosene the portion guing into the 
ground and the post is not only well pre- 
served but insects are repelled. 


Few buildings on afarm are more im- 
portant than a tool-house; this should ve 
large enough to hold all of the tools, and 
if there be room enough in addition to 
make the simple repairs on the imple- 
ments, it will be a great convenience. 


Loco, a Western weed, acts upon 
horses and cattle just as alcohol does on 
man. They loseall appetite for normal 
food, become apparently intoxicated at 
times, and finally die from a disease 
strangely like delirium tremens.

The Western Plowman gives as a 
remedy for cabbage worms or other pests, 
smart weed (pepper weed), thoroughly 
dried and then ground to powder and 
dusted upon the plants. Perhaps this is 
the most simple of anything that could 
be employed, and isa remedy that can 
usually be easily obtained by most farm- 
ers. 


A writer in the London Garden has 
been very succesful in propagating cu- 
cumber plants from cuttings, and finds 
that he gets fruit earlier and that he is 
sure of the character of his plants, which 
is not the case when raising them from 
seed. The cuttings are taken from the 
ends of the vinesand often contain buds 


which bear fruit in ashort time after the 


new roots start. This method would 
seem specially adapted to green-house 
culture where vacancies are to be filled 
in alloted space. 


The farmer who lives in a neighbor- 
hood of good roads is practically much 
nearer tomarket, mills,mechanics’ shops, 
schools and churches, than the one who 
must travel the same distance over 
rough, muddy and stony roads, cut with 
deep ruts; and where good management 
prevails the wagon and harness will last 
longer, the teams will thrive better, and 
the owner will accomplish his work more 
rapidly and with greater satisfaction. 
Counting all the advantages, thousands 
of dollars will besaved annually in every 
neighborhood by’ good roads over bad 
ones. We invite the attention of intel- 
ligent farmers to this subject, now that 
the season is favorable for work on the 
roads, that they may use their influence 
for a general reformation. 


Farm-yard manure when neglected, 
loses the greater part of its soluble mat- 
ters, which are the most precious, and at 
thesametimea notable proportion of 
nitrogen under theform of carbonate of 
ammonia. Farm-yard manure consists 
of excrements, urine, and litter. Urine 
decomposes the most rapidly: when 
fresh, the nitrogen exists under the form 
of urea and hippuric acid; there exists 
also, a small quantity in the ammonia 
and in the coloring principles of the 
urine. By the simple absorption of wa- 
ter, the urea is rapidly changed into car- 
bonate of ammonia. The hippuric acid 
is not slow either in decomposing; urine 
collected after a space of two days, con- 
tains none; and in that time it loses 
about fifty per cent. of its nitrogen. 


Every paper in the United States 
should occasionally keep the fact before 
its readers that burnt corn is a certain 
and speedy cure for hog cholera. The 
best way is to make a.pile of corn on the 
cobs, effectually scorch it, and then give 
the diseased hogs free access to it. This 
remedy was discovered by a Mr. Docks, 
at the time his distillery was burned, in 
Faltogcounty, Illinois. A lot of stored 
corn’ vas in the distijlery at the time of 
the fire and was so injured as to be ren- 
dered unfit for use, and was hauled out 
and given tothe hogs, that devoured it 
greedily. Before they had partaken of 
this corn, several had died; but after the 
second day’s partaking not a single hog 
was lost, and the disease eneirely disap- 
peared. The remedy has been tried in a 
number of cases and has never failed. 


Sir J. B. Lawes, under date of Aug. 27, 
speaking of the difficulties which stand 
in tbe way of one who carries out exper- 
ments with manures, writes as fol- 
lows: “On our grass experiments, where 
we take two.crops of hay every year, we 
now apply 500 pounds of sulphate of pot- 
ash every year. This contains half its 
weight of potash, and, in favorable sea- 
sons, the whole, and more than the 
whole, of this quantity is carried off ìn 
the hay grown upon oneacre. There is 
no soil in the world which could stand 
such a drain as this for long together. 
But you see that my soil has yielded to 
the wheat crop between 20 and 30 pounds 
per acre for the last 40 years. Two tons 
of potatoes contain about 80 pounds of 
potash, and I can grow this quantity 
every year without applying potash; but 
nomore. It ís no usetoapply ammonia 
or phosphate. The potato must have pot- 
ash. I can, however, grow eight or nine 
tons of potatoes by using potash. If, 
however, I applied 300 pounds of potash, 
the crop would not be very much larger, 
as the potatoes would then stand still for 
want of nitrogen. I see that you are get- 
ting good results with nitrate of soda on 
corn. If this substance will not produce 
a marked effect upon cogn, there is no 
truth in thescience of agriculture. Some 
of your soils have a sufficient amount of 
nitrogen; others have not enough min- 
erais, but there are very few soils which 
contain enough nitrogen to grow large 
crops of corn by means of mineral ma- 
nures slone. But with nitrate of soda, 
you may grow 60 or 80 bushels. per an- 
num for as long as'you please. Whether 
i ‘Will pay depends uponhow much 
nitrogen:yon must nse.”
